With 43 members present, the 
Harold D. Speakman Post, No. 356, 
American Legion, held its fifth an- 
nual banquet in Elm Hall on the 
evening of Armistice Day.

Drown and John McQuiston. 

Two citizen members of the Le- 
gion Fund drive were present in 
addition to other guests. Dr. Leroy 
A. King, chairman of the committee, 
gave a report of the success of the 
drive. The quota was $750, and 
over $850 was raised in money and 
pledges. Most of the pledges, he 
stated, had been collected. 

A. Perry Redifer, treasurer of 
the fund, also told of the drive, 
giving further financial details. 
Much praise was given members of 
the committee for their signal suc- 
cess in putting the quota across. 

Burgess Cari B. Metzger made 
a few remarks of general welcome 
in the name of the borough. His 
successor-elect, Henry A. Frye, a 
member of the local post, spoke of 
the obligations of the members as 
individuals to their town, State and 
country. He urged all legionnaires 
to vote and take ah' interest in gov- 
ernmental affairs without regard to 
politics. 

Fire Chief Charles V. Noel con- 
gratulated the post on the prospect 
of a permanent home. The new 
community building 911 the play- 
ground will be completed by the end 
of the year. He offered to contrib- 
ute $100 to be used as an aid to 
furnishing the new headquarters.

MAY BILL BIG STARS 



The erection of a bridge across 
the Schuylkill River between Rox- 
borough Heights and Lower Merion 
township, which has been mooted 
over a period of 10 years, promises 
to become a reality. 

Due to the rolling topography of 
the countryside, such a structure will 
be a spectacular affair, probably 100 
feet in height and approximately a 
quarter of a mile in length. The 
cost will be in the neighborhood of 
$2,000,000 to be met jointly by Phil- 
adelphia and Montgomery coun- 
ties. 

This, combined with the replace- 
ment of the Manayunk Bridge, will 
play an important part not only in 
relieving traffic in Philadelphia, but 
will provide a much-needed outlet 
for the fast growing Main Line sec- 
tion, a direct route to' Chestnut Hill 
and Germantown, and mean a sav- 
ing of approximately 10 miles, as 
well as relief of the congestion on 
City Line avenue bridge and Con- 
shohocken bridge. 

Incidentally, the development of a 
new artery of travel from Main 
Line to Chestnut Hill will entail the 
construction of a second bridge of 
less costly dimensions over Wissa- 
hickon Creek. 

Rea Will Select Location. 

Appointment of President Sam- 
uel Rea, of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, as chairman of an influential 
group of Main Line residents, by 
W. A. L. Barker, president of the 
Commissioners of Upper Merion 
township, to select the exact location 
of the bridge, and push the project, 
augurs well for the success of the 
plan. 

With the rapid growth of the 
Main Line district, the problem 
caused by the Schuylkill is becoming 
acute. It has resulted in a conges- 
tion at City Line avenue bridge and 
at the Conshohocken bridge. The 
third outlet is the span that crosses 
the Schuylkill at Manayunk, an an- 
tiquated structure, which will be 
shortly replaced at an estimated cost 
of $560,000. 

The present Manayunk bridge, 
erected in 1885, has long proved in- 
adequate for modern traffic. In the 
first place, the existing cartway is 
but 16 feet wide and the capacity of 
the bridge is limited to five tons. 
The proposed new bridge will be a 
five-span concrete structure, with a 
cartway 36 feet wide and nine-foot 
sidewalks on both sides. 

Another Artery Is Needed. 

But, while the improvement at 
Manayunk will bring relief, the en- 
tirely new development further 
north, is of greater importance. It 
will entail much expenditure of 
money and it may be years before

William J. Henderson tendered 
his resignation as a member of Bor- 
ough Council at the November 
meeting last Monday night. It was 
accepted with regret by Council. 

Mr. Henderson was obliged to 
withdraw due to the fact that he 
has recently moved to Philadelphia. 
He has been a member of the 
governing body for nearly eight 
years and was the chairman of the 
important Ordinance and Law 
Committee. 

Wm. H. Fretz, of 126 Chestnut 
avenue, was appointed to fill Mr. 
Henderson's place until the next 
general election. Mr. Henderson's 
term expires at the end of 1927; 
the new incumbent must come up 
for election next year for the one- 
year unexpired term, and again in 
1927 for the full four-year period. 

Mr. Fretz, well-known in Nar- 
berth, is an official of the Union 
News Company. His three sons, 
Robert, Franklin and William, Jr., 
have long been identified with Nar- 
berth tennis affairs. 

With the resignation of Mr. 
Henderson, the 1926 Council will 
have but three of the members who 
sat at the long table this year. 
Daniel Leitch was re-elected last 
week for a new four-year term. 
The terms of A. Perry Redifer and 
E. C. Griswold expire in 1927. The 
new members will be Mr. Fretz, 
John R. Hall, Robert F. Wood and 
Clarence Kaeber.

These residents, John 
Albrecht and John A. Mowrer, own 
large tracts southwest of Mont- 
gomery avenue. 

Council agreed to give the resi- 
dents relief by expending $1000 to 
make a temporary cinder surface 
until spring.

BRYN MAWR SOON 



Plans Drawn for Ludington 

Memorial Addition to 

Civic Center 



A new library building has been 
donated to the Bryn Mawr War 
Memorial and Community House 
Association by Mr. C. H. Luding- 
ton in memory of his wife, Ethel 
Saltus Ludington, who died at 
Saranac in 1922. The building is 
to be erected on the Association 
grounds on the Lancaster avenue 
side of the present Community 
House. The architecture will be 
such as to conform with the lines 
of the present building. 

Preliminary plans for the build- 
ing have ben prepared by the 
architect, Robert R. McGoodwin. 
Details, of course, have not yet 
been decided upon. The building 
will be a separate unit but, as be- 
fore stated, will conform with the 
lines of the present Community 
House, and will be located so as 
to allow for future building by 
the Association without destroy- 
ing the architectural effect. The 
building is to be constructed pri- 
marily of local stone but the doors 
and windows will be set off by 
dressed lime stone. 

This new building will provide 
facilities for more than twice as 
many books as are now in the 
possession of the Association. 
The reading rooms will be much 
more comfortable and more quiet 
than those now available.

Burn Garden Refuse. 

Every fall after the vegetable 
patch and the home grounds have 
been given their clean-up and all 
refuse and plant remnants have 
been gathered in a heap, the ama- 
teur gardener faces the question: 
"To burn or not to burn." 

The State plant disease specialists 
advise the burning of refuse from 
such garden plants as are likely to 
carry disease into the coming year, 
the refuse from all other plants to 
be dug under as the soil expert ad- 
vises. 

Among the plants which should 
•go on the bonfire are: Potato and 
tomato stalks, cucumber vines, beet 
leaves, beans, asparagus tops, celery 
refuse and, from the flower gar- 
den, the above-ground parts of 
hollyhock, all fallen rose leaves, the 
entire aster plant, including the 
roots, and the old tops of phlox. 

Plants which may be dug into the 
garden soil with comparative safe- 
ty include: Weeds, the refuse of 
salsify, spinach, parsnips, onion, 
horseradish, corn lettuce, turnip, 
cauliflower cabbage and carrot.

the plan is put into effect. Chief 
among the far-reaching results will 
be the deflection of a large amount 
of travel around Philadelphia.

After nine years of existence the 
Main Line Branch of the Red Cross 
has 5585 members. This was the 
number that answered the roll call 
last year, Mrs. Alexander Brown, 
chairman, declared in a report of 
the year's work. 

Following are excerpts from the 
report : 

"Twenty-three ex-service men came to 
us on account of serious war disabilities. 
Eleven of them were wounded or ill as 
a result of exposure. Six more have tu- 
berculosis and nine are suffering mentally 
or nervously because of their service in 
our army or navy. Very few of these 
men are in hospitals, as men receiving 
hospital care naturally do not need so 
much help from the Red Cross at home. 
Three mental cases have been or are re- 
ceiving hospital care. Six tubercular 
patients are in hospitals, and two others 
have general medical or surgical treat- 
ment. The mental cases are the hardest 
to care for and there is much compli- 
cated business and legal proceedings to 
be gone through with any appointments 
of guardians, arrangements of compensa- 
tion payments, etc., besides the extreme 
difficulty of working with men whose 
mentality is not normal, and who are, 
therefore, difficult to advise or persuade. 

"Seven able-bodied ex-service men have 
come to us for help in adjusting claims 
against the Government, and we have 
had live men in the service referred to us 
to investigate home conditions, as the men 
have applied for discharge in order to 
support their families, and three to se- 
cure support for families, whom these 
men left penniless and helpless when they 
enlisted. 

"The work has been quite as great 
during this past year as during 1924, and 
it seems as though we would have to con- 
tinue for some months longer in our 
efFor:s to rehabilitate, so far as possible, 
these soldiers and their families, who 
have suffered on account of their serv- 
ice to their country.

18TH CENTURY CUSTOMS 

Social life in Philadelphia in the 
years immediately before the Revo- 
lution and the adoption of the Dec- 
laration of Independence occupied 
much of the time of the inhabitants. 
Afternoon tea parties were much in 
vogue, and the popularity of those 
who attended these was gauged by 
their ability to make puns during the 
course of conversation. The pun- 
ster of the eighteenth century was 
the equivalent of the "wise cracker" 
of today. 

In the latter half of the century 
the socially prominent residents be- 
gan to give greater attention to their 
personal appearance than before. 
The use of tooth brushes became 
rather widespread, and the almost 
equally poplar custom among the 
women of today, the arching of 
eyebrows, was given its first trial. 

"Mrs. Holliday, wife of Joseph 
Holliday, tailor, in Arch street," 
reads an advertisement in a news- 
paper of this time, "offers her new- 
invented curious compound, which 
will in half a minute take out by 
the roots the hair that grows too 
low on the forehead, etc., or around 
the mouth ; it forms the eyebrows 
that are too large into a curious 
arch. This compound "s perfectly 
innocent and may be used on chil- 
dren under 20 months old." 

In reading the old advertisement 
one cannot help but wonder what 
advantage it would have been to a 
child 20 months old to have its 
brows permanently arched into a 
"curious" look, or if it was a com- 
mon thing at that time for a child 
of such tender months to "sport" 
superfluous hair about the mouth. 

In 1769 there came to Philadel- 
phia, according to another old ad- 
vertisement, a Dr. LeMayeur, a den- 
tist, who proposed to transplant 
teeth. 

"Several respectable ladies had' 
them implanted," wrote Watson in 
his "Annals of Philadelphia." "I 
remember some curious anecdotes 
of some cases. They were often 
two months before they could eat 
with them."
